The Josephine, Capt. Britton, acnved at New York 
from Cork, on Tuesday. She brings London papers 
of the 15th, trom which these iems of newe are ex- 
tracted. 
The political intell: from the British capital is 
quite contradictory. “There hod been rumors of dise- 
greements in the cabinet, which were about to 
to a disruption, and a change ot admumeiration. But 
the Courner of the I2th declare there was pet the 
eo wmhiest foundat.en tor the rumor. 
On Monday evening, July 13th, after the order of 
the day had been moved by Loa Mo th, the follow. 
ing announcement was made by Lord J Runeel! :-— 
“LT have received his majesty's commands to state 
that he has been graciously pleased to place at the dis 
rosa! of this house, for the purpose of the [rish church 
jesty’s wterest in any benetices and ec- 
unites of the church of Ireland.” 
A correspondent of the Cork paper, gives the ful- 
lowing account of the eflect of this message upon the

“The announcement was received with the meet 
deateuing and prolonged cheers ever sent forth in the 
house. Ttisvin fact, an expresmon of the king's ap. 
proval of the b li—the wahholding or refusing to give 
which wae the founderea of al: the rumers dunng the 
ast (yee days. 
* ‘There will be from heneetorth, it is expected, no- 
thing but p'ain dealing ; I heve a great satisfaction in 
being able to close so gratefully a communication 
which would be otherwise received with something ol 
deubs, it not deapor.deney, of coming events. 
“The demay of the tories is indescribable.” 
The Insh Church Bill was then read a second time, 
and ordered to be committed on Monday. 
A treaty tor the more eflectual suppreasion of the 
slave trade has been concluded between Great Brain 
and Spa. Lt stipulates that vesee!s may be condemn. 
ed, it upon being captured they should be found pre- 
wred tor the transport of slaves, and the ships con- 
pa tor bemg tound engaged in the slave trade, 
shall be broken up and sold tor old tumber. 
The election for a member of Parliament, to repre. 
sent Oidham, im the place of the lave Mr. Cobbett, has 
terminated by the election of Mr. Lees, a censerva- 
tive whig, by a majority of thirteen votes over Mr. 
Cobbeit’s son. 
Serious riots occurred at Liverpool and Belfast on 
the izth of July,—the anniversary of the baule of the 
Boyne—among the Insh. At Liverpool, after the 
Trt got tarly engaged with each other, 1. e. the Ca. 
tholies with the Protestanta they were jomed ‘by all 
the ruthans and vagabonds wm the nerahborhood. The 
Vauxhali bridewell was furced by them, but they were 
vlumacely dis ersed by the envil toree. At Belfast the 
military were called im, who fired upon them, and kil!. 
ed one woman besdes wounding several other persena.

Capt. Bach, whe went te the Polar Sea, eboet two 
years ego,in evareh of Capt. Rosa, hae returned to 
Mantreal in safety, and @ now on his way to Eng. 
land. The expedition met with no accident, and loet 
Be ene of ne members, except one of the wolumeer 
ertillerymen, who atrayed from hie path and was lost, 
aud hie licles bedy wae afterwards found. Captain 
Rack has made some valuable geugraphieal discove. 
nea, having traced nearly the whole course of the 
Great Fish Reeer, trom ite entrance into the Pola: Bea 
to ite source east of the Great Blave Lake. He re. 
ceived the intelhgence of the sale rewrn of Captain 
Ross, on the 25th of April, 1834, at hie winter quarters 
at the eastern extremity of the Great Slave Lake. The 
greatest degree of cold whieh he eneouniered wae 70 
degrees below rere. 

The Montreal Gazette gives these particulars m re. 
lation to the expediion of Captain Back: 

Durieg the winter 1833.4 the expedinen had te en. 
dure great privetione and sufferings, owing to the 
scarcity of food and the severity of the weather, On 
the 24h of April, beng exactly one year after he had 
lett Lachine, and dunng « very heavy snow storm, 
the despatch commumeating Captain Roes’ sate re. 
turn was deliwered to Captam Back. ‘The primary 
atyect tor which the journey wae undertaken bei 
thue happily follilled by ether agents, Capram Heck 
made pr parations for the exammanon ef the eoast 
between Pot Turnagam and Roa’ Pillar, Reveral 
boats were with the utmost activity built during the 
winter, bur in eprieg, finding that they had an smauffi. 
erent suply of provimons, they could only take one 
with them.
